has increased the amount of 
fruit that can he shipped, and 
has greatly aided shippers in 
the Covina district, all fruit offi- 
cials hi this area said yesterday. 


Effective under the date of last 


Thursday, the transverse cut, which 
is one cut thru the center of the 
orange, was ordered by the state de- 
partment, superseding the method of 
cutting both ends, opening the mid- 
dle for signs of frost crystalization. 
The transverse 
cut is decidedly 


more lenient, but could not be used 
until the drying-out process had 
taken placa, which has been slow 
this year on account of cool wea-1 
ther. The dry-out has been so slow 
in the Covina district that the use 
of water separators to determine 
frosted fruit has been practically 
useless so far, it was stated. 


Covina district, however, is so lit- 


tle damaged by frost that the fruit 
is going forward practically without 
any challenge and commanding good 
prices on the market. The report 
yesterday was that this district can 
definitely claim the least amount of 
frost damage of any district in Cali- 
fornia, due to the intensive orchard

tion, has greatly intensified market-

growers, the regional office of the 
Agricultural Adjustment administra- 
tion at Berkeley reports. 


California's production has prac- 


tically doubled during the past fif- 
teen years. This state now supplies 
two-thirds of the nation's orange 
production. Production of oranges 
in Florida has increased at a more 
rapid rate than California's during 
this period.

Florida citrus industry has re- 


cently developed a marketing agree- 
ment program under federal laws, 
coupled with state citrus laws, and 
Texas citrus growers are now tak-

Since. 1933, there has been an up- 


ward trend in average 
national 


prices. This trend toward higher 
prices has been particularly appar- 
ent in California and Arizona. Grow- 
ers in this area, with the aid of a 
federal marketing agreement, have 
been able during the past three 
years to adjust shipments of oranges 
more nearly in line with market re- 


keting program. 


These federal marketing agree- 


ments offer growers an opportunity 
to devise a marketing plan which 
will encourage orderly distribution 
of abnormally large crops, and at the 
same time longer-range programs 
may be developed for handling more 
acute marketing problems which 
may result from future increases in 
production. 


In years immediately prior to 1928, 


orange production in the United 
States was relatively small, and 
prices were comparatively high. In 
the 1928-29 season, an unusually 
large total production amounting to 
54,659,000 boxes resulted in average 
farm-prices of about $2 per box. A 
much smaller crop in 1929-30 of 32,- 
621,000 boxes brought growers about 
$3.50 per box, but net returns to 
producers for the small crop in 1929- 
30 were greater than for the bumper 
crop of 1928-29. California's share 
of the 1928-29 crop was 38,994,000 
boxes; of the 1929-30 crop, 21,483,- 
000 boxes, or over two-thirds of the 
total national crop in each instance.

National orange crop for the 1936- 


37 season was originally estimated 
at 61,000,000 boxes, of which Cali- 
fornia's share amounted to 37,684,001!

Home Care Urged 
as Solution to 
Child Problem 


By DOROTHY COLVER 


Eighty per cent of juvenile delin- 


quency begins in the home, accord- 
ing to the findings of Lieutenant R. 
E. Warnick of the Glendale police 
juvenile bureau, who spoke before 
the Covina Coordinating Council on 
Thursday night of last week at a 
supper meeting in Longworth's cafe. 


Proper environment is essential to 


he successful training of a child, 
ind is one of the most difficult 
iroblems connected with juvenile 
liscipline in this county, he said. 
Of the forty-five million juveniles 
n the country, thirty-five million 
ire normal. About 700,000 are "be- 
lavior problems"; 275,000 are men- 
ally deficient. In eight institutions 
n California there are 20,000 insane 
under care; 5700 are in prisons. The 
lumbers are constantly swelled be- 
cause of bad home conditions, bad 
ood, malnutrition, gross indifference 
o the welfare of the child in many 
lomes, he said. 


Lack of a definite philosophy of 


ife on the part of many adults re- 
sults in the drifting of children, de- 
clared the speaker. He said he did 
not believe in drastic correction of 
children, and spoke of the juvenile 
Bureaus in police departments as the 
ast resort. He gave nine rules that 
should be seriously considered 
approaching the problem of child 
correction: 


1—A full-time guidance clinic in 


each community similar to the one 
now developing in the Covina area 


2—Development of a department 


of domestic relations. 


3—Development of nationwide and 


state departments of social eugenics 
clinics, where the study, prevention 
and control of social diseases can be 
dealt with frankly and with firmness 
An alarr.iing increase in social dis- 
eases is discovered in this state, he 
said. 


4—Community responsibility. Con- 


sciousness on the part of each town 
and neighborhood that the welfare 
of the child is the welfare of all. 


5—Vocational 
training 
in 
the 


schools, such as is in operation in 
the Covina schools, with an expand- 
ing program. 


6—Necessary relief for working 


mothers. Many parents are aware o: 
the right thing to do for their chil- 
dren, but are prevented by financia 
circumstances from doing as they 
desire. 


7—Building for better citizenship 


This, the speaker 
said, was

awareness of the fact that the chil 
of today is the citizen of tomorrow 
and that communities cannot, b 
made better lay neglecting the chil 
in the formative years. 


8—Exciting leadership in yout 


training. More men and wome 
should be trained to child psychol 
ogy and its application in the class 
room, the home and on the recrea 
tional field. 


9—Definite program of crime pre 


vention in conjunction with polic 
departments.

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Frost Insurance— 


Not by any means a minor phase of the or- 


chard heating discussion has been the repeat- 
ed suggestion of crop insurance. Men of un- 
doubted standing in the citrus industry have 
revived the argument that the major part of 
orchard heating could be abandoned if citrus 
crops were satisfactorily underwritten. 


Before California citrus was subjected to 


the 1937 freeze, the American Farm Bureau 
federation was in session at Pasadena, and at 
those sessions the question of crop insurance 
was discussed in serious vein. Chester Gray, 
Washington representative of the national 
farm bureau, alluded to it in an address be- 
fore stockholders of the Covina Irrigating 
company during the time that the Pasadena 
sessions were in progress. 


Gray made something of a sensation before 


the U. S. senate agriculture subcommittee a 
few days ago by advocating an extension and 
application of crop insurance, declaring that 
it was a success where farmers' cooperatives 
controlled its functions. Tornado insurance, 
he said, was already a proven success. He 
recommended that insurance be started con- 
servatively, applying to wheat only in the 
first year of its trial by the government. But 
when in Covina, he declared that the Califor- 
nia citrus growers were so well organized it 
was entirely feasible that they might work 
out a satisfactory plan of frost insurance. 
*"* Unlike wheat, or other annuals, the citrus 
industry is an orchard business, and the in-

Rosemont won $90,700 for his owner, Char- 


ley Howard, and Seabiscuit, placing second 
by only a headsbreadth behind Rosemont, 
won $20,000. Maj. Taylor's Indian Broom took 
third, with fourteen other magnificent horses 
strung along behind in this $100,000 handicap. 


The race was run on one of southern Cali- 


fornia's incomparable days of winter sun- 
shine, not warm, not cool, with the great 
Sierra Madre bulwark of mountains looking 
down from the north, crystal clear, as if, as 
one radio announcer said: "We could almost 
reach out and touch them." 


A great horse race is a thrilling sight. 


There is nothing very wrong in placing a 
wager on a horse, providing it is an amount 
that can well be spared, and can be charged 
off to the expense of the entertainment. The 
wrong that creeps in, and almost invariably 
ruins horse-racing, is the madness that attacks 
many people, and which induces them to be- 
lieve that they have worked out an unbeat- 
able "system," and this leads to betting all 
that the individual possesses, and sometimes 
all that he or she can lay hands on from the 
employer's till or the bank. 


With some people, the worst thing that can 


happen to them at the races is to win a few 
dollars. They'll drop it all, and much more, 
in subsequent races. For what purpose do 
people think the races are run? For sport?

M. Brubaker, J. P. Overholtzer, and 


FORUM HEARS DISCUSSION 


ON SUPREME COURT ISSUE 


Reviewing a group of recent books 


dealing with the plan of President 
Roosevelt to change the supreme 
court, Mrs. Jack Vallely, in her lec- 
ture before the Monday night forum 
of the evening high school, gave an 
enlightening discussion of this mo- 
mentous question, and stated that it 
is the most significant change that 
has faced the American people since 
1813 when the supreme court, under 
the leadership of John Marshall as 
chief justice, rendered a decision de- 
claring certain acts of congress un- 
constitutional. 


The book, "Fifty-Five Men," by 


Fred Rodell, a Yale law school pro- 
fessor, deals with the history of the 
constitutional convention in 1787, at 
which time the constitution was 
framed. It shows that the slowness 
of transportation of that day had 
much to do with the general trend 


of intelligence and great scholarship. 


"A New American History," by 


W. E. Woodward, and "The Hundred 
Years," by Philip Guedalla, are two 
books that record graphically and 
with authenticity the history of re- 
cent decades. The latter deals with 
Europe. 


Mrs. 
Vallely listed five criticisms 


of the Roosevelt plan for court re- 
organization. It is stated not to be 
constitutional, is against tradition, 
and that it will be revolutionary in 
that it will pack the court for a 
definite purpose. She stated that all 
these things have been done in the 
past and that it may not be so much 
out of order today. That President 
Roosevelt has broken faith with the 
public, in that no mention was made 
of this plan before election, is a 
more serious charge. The fifth point 
is whether it is for the ultimate pub- 
lic welfare. It is a current opinion

document. 


"Whose Constitution," by Secre- 


tary Henry Wallace, is a well-writ- 
ten book with a decided prejudice 
toward a modification of the su- 
preme court. 


"The Ultimate Power," by Morris 


Ernst, favors some restriction of the 
powers of the supreme court. It is 
a well-written, authentic document. 


"The Nine Old Men," written by 


Pearson and Allen, two Washington 
newspaper correspondents, makes 
real personalities of the members of 
the supreme court by giving an inti- 
mate description of the characteris- 
tics of each judge. After Mrs. Val- 
lely reviewed these personalities as 
described by Pearson and Allen, one 


the most satisfactory method of do- 
ing this is the source of much di- 
versity of opinion. 


"The year has produced no great 


books in the world of fiction," was 
stated by Mrs. Vallely. She listed 
three good books in this field that 
have come from the press in the last 
month. They are as follows: "The 
Sisters," Myron Brinig; "Winter in 
the Sun," David Burnham; "Time at 
Her Heels," Dorothy Aldis.
